Necessity is the mother of invention An Introduction 


"Necessity is the mother of invention." A quotation whose origins can be 
traced to Plato's Republic, book II, 369C, which was written 360 B.C. When 
Socrates and Adeimantus were discussing the origin of the State (and the 
nature of justice and injustice as they appear in the ideal State), Socrates 
makes two statements:" A State, I said, arises, as I conceive, out of the needs 
of mankind".. ."let us begin and create in idea a State; and yet the true creator 
is necessity, who is the mother of our invention." 

H. Bryant Lanier Sr. Has put this ancient philosophy to its ultimate test in the 
21st century, In a company called Ladco Defense Technologies, a research 
company formed in 1989, is the culmination of an array of ideas and solutions 
to known existing military defense systems that became clear to Mr. Lanier while serving his country in 
the United States Army, stationed at Ft Jackson, Fort Gordon, Ft Benning and the 8th Battalion, 43rd 
ADA which was formed in 1986 in Ft. Bliss, Texas under the command of LTC Glen McLeod. In 1987 the 
unit deployed to Giebelstadt, West Germany and joined 32nd AADCOM as a forward deployed PATRIOT 
Battalion. In December, 1990 the Battalion, with A and C Batteries of 6/52 ADA (Hawk), deployed to 
SWA as Task Force 8-43 ADA under the command of LTC Larry Dodgen. TF 8-43 provided Air Defense 
coverage to VII Corps during the Gulf War. Following the war, the unit redeployed to Germany, where it 
was deactivated in August, 1991. 

A service related accident ending his military career, and the eventual diagnosis of Multiple Sclerosis 
Mr. Lanier continued to be preoccupied with finding the answer to what appeared to be an unsolvable 
problem. Continually faced with personal adversity, Mr. Lanier has latched onto the idea that out of 
necessity comes invention. 

With the formation of Ladco Defense Technologies, Mr. Lanier has continued to seek relevant 
information, build construction models and refine processes and procedural requirements to complete 
an Advanced Technology Demonstration of a solution, for the United States Department of Defense. 
Through the difficult processes of forming a business, raising capital and locating requirements, 

Ladco Defense eventually took on a formal presence in March of 2001 with the completion of the initial 
research requirements. In June of 2001, after a visit to a commander at the Pentagon, Mr. Lanier 
realized a plan of completion that involves a need for new business lines and over 200 staff. 

In June of 2004 Mr. Lanier was escorted by: 4 Star General William GT Tuttle and met again at the 
pentagon with a secretary of defense, this meeting further refined a direction , 

In May of 2005 A construction model of a critical component was completed and reviewed by General 
Tuttle and Mr. Mark Wells CTO for TranTech , General Tuttle's Review of what we have is summed up in 
his quote given after review of a component "This is DISRUPTIVE technology ..even still it is needed", 



Ladco issued it's first global press release in May of 2005 announce the component RTAPT Real Time 
Active Passive Tracking: once again processes and procedural requirements have been refined, Mr. 
Lanier's endless pursuit to solve a known problem has led to the formation of an additional requirement 
in its sister company, Cyberdyne Communications Inc. A South Carolina Corporation, with a mission to 
leverage an ultra-high speed network holding and consulting company this structure is currently 
completing construction and offering extreme discounts for combined services to promote and further 
fund the important work in the Patriot II R&D Project. 

In early January 2006, Ladco realized an additional requirement with the review and validation of work 
completed. This review conducted by a prominent South Carolina PhD. Dr Paul G. Huray. 

This important validation and show of support Ladco again refined requirements with completion In 
March of 2006 of a US Senate Armed Services appropriations request of over a half a billion dollars. 

Mr. Lanier calls Lexington, South Carolina his home. And seeks to bring additional employment to the 
residents of the state in which he was raised. It is his deepest desire to bring together and introduce the 
conclusion of nearly two decades of research and apply it to military and commercial applications. 

Mr. Lanier is the father of four children , Henry Bryant Jr. Michael Dillon, and Brandon Ray of Columbia 
South Carolina, and Miss Eva Nicole Lanier, of Dnepropetrovsk Ukraine.
